NOTES ON NOMENGLATURE, BTS. 


Since 1885, Coulter's Manual of Rocky Moun- 
tain Botany has been the standard botanical manual 
for Colorado. No revision has been made and at 
best it is only a compilation from scattered mater- 
ial. Much botanical research has accomplished since 
the appearance of Coulter’s work, but the results 
are not yet available in one volume. A frequent er- 
ror of Coulter’s Manual is the inclusion of two spec- 
ies under one elastic description. Various other er- 
rors are apparent to the careful botanist. It will be 
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easy to understand, therefore, the difficulties in the 
way of preparing a correct list of the species of Col- 
orado plants. The writer of these notes has spent 
considerable time conferring with various authori- 
ties for the purpose of making the list as nearly cor- 
rect aS possible. We follow mainly the nomenclature 
of the Cyclopedia of American Horticulture, quot- - 
ing in each case the specific authority so that any 
one may adopt the synomyn p*eferred. 

The following notes will explain some of the 
changes which it has seemed advisable to make from 
our former lists, and other questions in this relation: 

Aconitum Columbianum of the Colorado Moun- 
tains seems to be quite distinct from A, Fischeri 
Wats, though considered the same by some authori- 
ties. : 

Aquilegia Coerulea; our seed is saved from 
wild plants in the mountains and is positively true. 

Astragalus Prunifer; formerly included with. 
A. caryocarpus. 

Delphinium albescens—D. azureum albidum. 

Delphinium Geyeri—D. Scopulorum cf Coul- 
ter’s Manual] in part. 

Machaeranthera; a group of very handsome 
large flowered plants formerly included with Asier. 

Mertensia ciliata (Torr.)—M. Siberica of Coul- 
ter’s Manual, not Don.; distinct from the European 
plant. 

Cenothera caespitosa; two forms are included 
here, ours is the very large flowered, perennial, acaul- 
escent form. 

Cenothera Goodingii; Coulter’s O. brachycarpa 
includes two distinct forms, of which the plants of 
the Colorado foot hills having flowers and _ fruit 
muca larger than the type has recently been given 
the name as above. ; 

Pertstemon Glaber, this is a tail plant, 2 to 3 
feet, apparently different from one offered by the 
same name in Europe. 

Polemonium molle—P. fcoliosissimum of Coul- 
‘er 

Berberis repens; distinct from B. aquifolium 
of dealers. 

Ribes tenuiflorum; related to aureum but with 
large yellow cr cherry tinied fruit; very handsome. 

Rosa Woodsii—R. Fendleri of Coulter’s Man- 
ual in part.
